Why would an 
orchestra play an unfinished 
symphony? 

Schubert’s “Unfinished” is 
one of the most popular of 
all symphonies and is one of 
the works that ushered in 
the Romantic era of Western 
classical music. It is consid- 
ered “unfinished” as he only 
wrote the first two move- 
ments of the traditional four. 


Historians aren’t sure why 
Schubert never finished this 
work, as he lived another six 
years before dying of disease 
at the age of 31. Later com- 
posers have created com- 
pleted versions of the 
symphony by adding two ad- 
ditional movements in the 
style of Schubert, but most 
orchestras perform the origi- 
nal work in its two-move- 
ment format. The GCO will 
perform the symphony in its 
original version.

Local Moms offer advice for 
building strong families

Mother’s Day is often a 
time of mixed emotions, as 
some people struggle with 
loss while others are fortu- 
nate enough to be still cele- 
brating with loved ones. 

This Mother’s Day we sat 
down with a couple of local 
mothers to find out what in- 
fluenced them to become 
the women that they are, 
and to share some advice 
with others. 

“First and foremost, if I 
had to write one thing down 
for my children to read 
twenty years from now, I 
would want them to know 
that their mother tried,” 
said Meagan Rincke.” I did- 
n't always succeed, but if I 
failed I just tried again, and 
even if they don’t succeed, 
it’s ok to fail too.” 

Rincke said that the per- 
son who influenced her 
most historically was Jesus 
Christ. 

“Christ taught us to love 
unconditionally, and speak- 
ing your truth, and not 
backing away from that.” 

Rincke’s grandparents 
played a large part in her 
life, influencing her during 
her formative years. “My 
grandpa Allen and my Opa 
taught me how to be an in- 
dependent woman and how 
to live life,” said Rincke. 
“My parents showed me 


how to do that as well, but 
my two grandfathers really 
showed me my self worth.” 

Similar to many other 
families Rincke described 
her most cherished family 
tradition as celebrating 
Christmas with family and 
catching up on the year’s 
events, and playing games 
and eating for a good part 
of the day. 

“T think that my place or 
purpose is helping people, 
when I was growing up I 
wanted to be successful but 
then I realized that success 
doesn’t always make me feel 
happy,” said Rincke. “I 
thrive when I’m helping 
others. It’s something that 
adds value to my life, when 
I’m able to figure out how to 
help someone with their 
medical expenses, that’s 
where I’m fulfilling my pur- 
pose.” 

Mothers are often 
thought of as the problem 
solvers of the family, and 
one mother named Amber 
McCleave expounded her 
problem solving capabilities 
by saying, “If I had the 
power to solve one problem 
I would choose child abuse. 
It’s more prevalent than 
people think and it’s the 
number one cause of child 
death.” 

Family sayings often 
stick with us through our 
lives, and McCleave attrib- 
utes one saying that her 
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family told her to her suc- 
cess. 

“My parents always said 
that hard work pays off and 
to never give up,” said Mc- 
Cleave. “People need to be 
dedicated to something so 
they have a purpose.” 

McCleave said that she 
believed her purpose was to 
take care of her siblings 
growing up. 

“T didn’t have a really 
good home life, my mother 
was a heroin addict when 
we were growing up,” said 
McCleave. “She’s been 
clean for six years now 
though, so I’m proud of her 
for that.”

In its first round of 
grants for 2022, Great 
Lakes Energy’s People 
Fund has awarded more 
than $144,000 to 61 local 
nonprofit organizations 
across the cooperative’s 26- 
county service area, which 
stretches from Kalamazoo 
to the Mackinac Straits. 

Last year the People 
Fund surpassed the $4 mil- 
lion mark in grants 
awarded since the pro- 
gram’s inception in 1999. 

“Tt’s exciting to see the 
People Fund continue to 
build on its past success in 
supporting the many or- 
ganizations who are mak- 
ing a real difference in 
their communities,” Great 
Lakes Energy 
President/CEO Shaun 
Lamp said. “The People 
Fund owes this success to 
the outstanding support 
and generosity of our 
members spanning more 
than 20 years.” 

Funding for the program 
comes from members of 
the electric cooperative 
who agree to have their 
monthly bills rounded up 
to the next whole dollar. 
Members are encouraged 
to enroll in the People 
Fund online at gtlakes.com 
or by contacting Great 
Lakes Energy’s office. 

Cooperative members 
also have the opportunity 
to increase their contribu- 
tions to the People Fund 
through People Fund 
PLUS. The People Fund 
PLUS program allows 
members to choose an 
amount, in addition to the 
monthly bill round-up, to 
contribute to the program. 

Grants are awarded 
twice each year by three in- 
dependent regional boards 
representing the coopera- 


tive’s north, central, and 
south regions. 

Lamp added: “We are 
grateful for our members’ 
longstanding support for 
the People Fund and en- 
courage nonprofit groups 
in our service area to apply 
for the fund’s next round of 
grants in the fall.”

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Making your Home 
more Energy Efficient 


Below are a few tips 
on making your home 
more energy-efficient: 

Proper insulation on 
the attic and walls make 
it more energy-effi- 
cient. Proper insulation 
slows down the heat 
that flows out of your 
home in winter or sum- 
mer, thus less energy is 
needed to cool or heat 
your home. Foam insu- 
lation materials, cellu- 
lose and fiberglass 
reduce the heat con- 
ducted on the wall sys- 
tem when they are 
properly installed. 

Use energy-efficient 
models to replace your 
leaky and old windows 
to boost the efficiency 
of your windows. Con- 
sider putting up storm 
windows or weather 
stripping. You will be 
able to save from 7 to 24 
percent of your air-con- 
ditioning and heating 
costs when you replace 
old windows. 

Planting shrubs and 
shade trees help you 
save more energy. The 
tress could block the 
heat of the sun in sum- 
mer and the bare 
branches of the trees 
allow heat radiation to 
your home during win- 
ter. 

Use more energy-effi- 
cient bulbs like the 
compact fluorescent 
lights instead of your 
old incandescent light 
bulbs. While compact 
lights are more expen- 
sive, they last much 
longer and provide 
great savings because 
they less use energy. 

If the furnace you 


have was built before 
1992, it is likely to waste 
about 35 percent of fuel 
and most probably at 
the end of its service. 
Replace your old fur- 
nace with a new highly 
effective system such as 
the condensing furnace. 
It provides up to ninety 
percent yearly effi- 
ciency. This type of fur- 
nace wastes not more 
than 10 percent of natu- 
ral gas and lets you save 
27 percent on your heat- 
ing costs. 

Turn your hot water 
system to the warm set- 
ting to improve effi- 
ciency. Insulate the hot 
water lines so they will 
not cool off easily. Use 
low-flow showers in 
your baths. 

It would be preferable 
to schedule an energy 
audit on your home so 
you can get expert ad- 
vice from energy audi- 
tors and raters. They 
use special tools and 
skills to evaluate your 
home and recommend 
the most cost-effective 
measure to enhance the 
efficiency and comfort 
of your home. 

Release trapped air by 
bleeding radiators. Shut 
down heating and 
loosen the bleed valve 
located at the top of the 
radiator carefully. Do 
not forget to use rags in 
catching drips. 

Double glazing helps 
in cutting heat less on 
your windows by half. 
The costs of double- 
glazing vary but you 
can enjoy great savings 
on your utility costs 
every year.

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Housing Legislation led by Housing North Gains State House Hearing 


A legislative package 
aimed at jump-starting at- 
tainable housing develop- 
ment across the state 
gained a critical first hear- 
ing in front of house law- 
makers this week with 
support from Housing 
North and other partners 
in the Housing Michigan 
Coalition. 

The state House Local 
Government and Munici- 
pal Finance Committee re- 
viewed a series of four bills 
to address various obsta- 
cles to workforce and af- 
fordable housing 
development in the areas 
of financing, taxation and 
land-use. The bills now 
move on to the full House 
for anticipated action this 
spring. 

“These bills came from 
years of feedback from 
stakeholders and people 
struggling to develop miss- 
ing middle homes and at- 
tainable housing for 
Northwest Michigan’s 
workforce,” said Yarrow 
Brown, Executive Director 
of Housing North, in her 
testimony to the House 
committee this week. 


“These bills are designed 
to bring much sought-after 
local control to local units 
of government and needed 
tools to stimulate work- 
force housing develop- 
ment.” 

Brown noted that many 
small and rural communi- 
ties most impacted by 
Michigan’s housing crisis 
lack the tools available in 
more populated communi- 
ties utilized for housing de- 
velopment, including the 
utilization of Neighbor- 
hood Enterprise Zones, or 
the resources needed to be- 
come Redevelopment 
Ready Communities. 

“These are great pro- 
grams, but we need these 
bills in order to make 
progress in our rural com- 
munities around housing, 
which is now at the crisis 
point,” Brown told legisla- 
tors. 

Specifically, the pro- 
posed legislation is drafted 
to overcome various bottle- 
necks to workforce housing 
development, including: 

- Establishment of At- 
tainable Housing Districts 
offering tax incentives for

Bay Bands of Odawa Indians 


LANSING, Mich. — Today, 
Governor Gretchen Whitmer 
joined U.S. Secretary of Com- 
merce Gina M. Raimondo to 
announce that the Little Tra- 
verse Bay Bands of Odawa 
Indians has been awarded $1 
million from the Economic 
Development Administration 
(EDA) to support economic 
development strategies for 
the Tribe. This grant is 
funded by the American Res- 
cue Plan Indigenous Com- 
munities program. 

“Tam grateful to our fed- 
eral partners for investing in 
the Little Traverse Bay Band 
of Odawa Indians,” said Gov- 
ernor Gretchen Whitmer. 
“Our strong tribal communi- 
ties are brimming with en- 
trepreneurial spirit and 
talent and this grant will em- 
power them to start new 
small businesses, diversify 
their local economy, and cre- 
ate good-paying jobs. Michi- 
gan has added jobs for 11 
months straight and our un- 
employment rate decreased 
to alow of 4.4%, and we must 
work together to ensure 
every working family shares 
in this prosperity. Today’s 
grant will help us meet our 
goal of investing in every 
community and empowering 
them to succeed.” 

This investment will sup- 
port the hiring of an eco- 
nomic recovery coordinator, 
who will assist in the devel- 
opment and implementation 
of a comprehensive eco- 
nomic development strategy, 
and the hiring of a planning 
consultant to help create the 
strategy. 

“President Biden is com- 
mitted to supporting Tribal 
communities in their recov- 
ery from the coronavirus 
pandemic,” said Secretary of 
Commerce Gina M. Rai- 
mondo. “This EDA invest- 
ment will help the Little 
Traverse Bay Bands of 
Odawa Indians create job op- 
portunities and build eco- 
nomic resiliency that will 
help them stay competitive 
and strong during future 
economic disruptions.” 

“Tribal communities were 
disproportionately impacted 
by the coronavirus pan- 
demic,” said Assistant Secre- 
tary of Commerce for 
Economic Development Ale- 
jandra Y. Castillo. “This EDA 
investment will provide a 
blueprint for future for the 
community as they work to 
draw private investment to 
the reservation, support 
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Tribal entrepreneurs and 
spur economic growth in 
surrounding areas of North- 
ern Lower Michigan.” 

“Tribal communities play 
an important role in 
spurring economic activity 
and delivering vital re- 
sources to families and resi- 
dents across Michigan,” said 
Senator Gary Peters. “I was 
proud to help enact these re- 
sources through the Ameri- 
can Rescue Plan — the 
largest-ever federal invest- 
ment in tribal communities — 
to ensure the Little Traverse 
Bay Bands of Odawa Indians 
can not only recover from 
the pandemic, but rebuild 
their economy even stronger. 
I was pleased to have met 
with tribal and business 
leaders of the Little Traverse 
Bay tribe to see firsthand 
how the American Rescue 
Plan has already begun to 
help strengthen communi- 
ties across Northern Michi- 
gan — and I’ll continue 
working to ensure they have 
the support and resources 
they need to be competitive 
in a 21st century economy.” 

This project is funded 
under EDA’s American Res- 
cue Plan program, which al- 
locates $100 million in 
American Rescue Plan fund- 
ing specifically to support 
the needs of Tribal Govern- 
ments and Indigenous com- 
munities. The program 
supports these partners to 
develop and execute eco- 
nomic development projects 
they need to recover from 
the pandemic and build 
economies for the future. In- 
digenous communities are 
also eligible and encouraged 
to apply under all of EDA’s 
other programs.

¢ Expanding PILOT - or 
Payment in Lieu of Taxes - 
agreements with local gov- 
ernments for projects dedi- 
cated to workforce housing 
opportunities on a long- 
term basis.

“The housing shortage 
crisis is real in Michigan, 
and something that is re- 
ally impacting us here in 
northern Michigan. These 
bills would give us a few 
more tools in our toolbox 
to make housing develop- 
ment more feasible for the 
missing middle,” said Car- 
lin Smith, co-founder of 
the Little Traverse Bay 


Housing Partnership based 
in Petoskey. 

“One of these bills in 
particular is something we 
could put to use right away 
in the City of Petoskey,” 
Smith continued. “It would 
allow us to create a public- 
private-philanthropic part- 
nership that could bring 60 
much-needed housing 
units to our community.” 

Josh Mills, City Superin- 
tendent in Frankfort ex- 
pressed: “We are hopeful 
that our state legislators 
will consider and approve 
these critical bills that 
have been introduced to 
significantly enhance op- 
portunities for local units 
of government to partner 
with developers for the cre- 
ation of sustainable work- 
force housing. It is 
essential for our overall so- 
cial and economic well- 
being that our state 
legislators take action to 
provide the necessary tools 
enabling Michigan to be- 
come a leader in solving 
our workforce housing 
needs.” 

Housing North is among 
the executive committee 


members and partner of 
the Housing Michigan 
Coalition, a group of more 
than 20 organizations 
across the state including 
the Home Builders Associ- 
ation of Michigan, the 
Grand Rapids Chamber 
and the Michigan Munici- 
pal League. The Coalition 
launched its housing legis- 
lation initiative just over a 
year ago and partners are 
encouraged by the bi-parti- 
san support and the grow- 
ing momentum for the 
legislation. More informa-

Housing North works to 
help communities across 
Northwest Michigan tackle 
various economic chal- 
lenges stemming from 
housing shortages that 
serve a wide range of in- 
come levels. Its research 
shows that more than 
15,600 housing units are 
needed in the region to 
meet existing demand, 
most for homes priced 
below $200,000 or rental 


units costing under $800 
per month. Available hous- 
ing stock also remains 
stagnant while the number 
of seasonal housing units 
and those converted to 
short-term rentals contin- 
ues to grow, further limit- 
ing housing options for the 
region’s workforce. 
Founded in 2018, Housing 
North is a nonprofit organ- 
ization that works to build 
awareness, influence pol- 
icy, and grow capacity and 
resources for housing solu- 
tions in Antrim, Benzie, 
Charlevoix, Emmet, Grand 
Traverse, Kalkaska, Lee- 
lanau, Manistee, Mis- 
saukee, and Wexford 
counties.

Through Our Eyes’ 


Photovoice Project showcases teen views on youth mental health 


When youth from 10 re- 
gional counties talk about 
the stigma of mental health, 
they use words like “messy,” 
“alone,” “unworthy,” and 
“discrimination.” Their in- 
spiring insights are shared 
in “Through Our Eyes: A 
Photovoice Project on the 
Stigma Around Youth Men- 
tal Health & Wellness,” a 
project premiered in April 
during the Celebration and 
Action Summit hosted by the 
Northwest Michigan Com- 
munity Health Innovation 
Region (CHIR). 

The summit and the pho- 
tovoice project are part of a 
Behavioral Health Initiative 
launched in June 2021 by the 
CHIR in response to a spiral- 
ing behavioral health crisis 
in the region. The group’s 
youth task force used pho- 
tovoice to share their per- 
spectives and experiences 
related to mental health, the 
stigma surrounding it, and 
recommended actions to ad- 
dress these issues. 

A creative tool and re- 
search method, photovoice 
uses photography to capture 
an individual’s perspective 
and to tell their story. It is 
used to encourage positive 
change within communities 
and to educate decision-mak- 
ers. In this use, students 
were given three framing 
questions to help launch 
their creative process: 

What does the stigma 
around youth mental health 
look like? What is the impact 
of this stigma on youth? 


What in your community 
or school increases the 
stigma around youth mental 
health? What decreases the 
stigma around youth mental 
health? 

What actions can your 
school or community take to 
reduce stigma around youth 
mental health? 

Each student submitted 
one photo per framing ques- 
tion. 

“As submissions were 
coming in, it was surprising 
to see the diversity among 
the students’ depictions of 
mental health, stigma, and 
perspectives on how student 
mental health could be bet- 
ter supported,” said Amy 
Horstman, community 
health coordinator at the 
Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan and 
Northwest Michigan CHIR 
staff. “It was exciting to see 
their photos and hear from 
their perspective what could 
be done moving forward to 
support student mental 
health. This was something 
students truly cared about, 
and you could see the pas- 
sion, drive, and excitement 
for the project with each sub- 
mission.” 

A youth driven and youth 
led initiative — the students 
reviewed their peers’ pho- 
tovoice submissions and se- 
lected the photos and stories 
to share with over 150 cross- 
sector partners during the 
summit. The youth define 
the stigma and recommend 
actions that can be taken 


within schools and commu- 
nities to improve their well- 
being. 

Summit attendees called 
the outcome, “inspiring,” 
“eye-opening,” “thought-pro- 
voking,” and “courageous” 
while virtually applauding 
students for their dedication, 
openness, and professional- 
ism throughout their project 
and presentation. 

“The Photovoice project 
with the kids was simply 
amazing, and I am so glad to 
have seen their work and 
heard their perspectives,” 
one summit participant said. 

Taking next steps 

The Northwest Michigan 
CHIR includes the 10-county 
region of Antrim, Benzie, 
Charlevoix, Emmet, Grand 
Traverse, Kalkaska, Lee- 
lanau, Manistee, Missaukee, 
and Wexford counties. Each 
CHIR region utilizes action 
teams, comprised of cross- 
sector leaders and staff, to 
achieve goals related to ac- 
cess to care, and well-being 
and resiliency. 

Of the 12 action teams 
formed in the CHIR region, 
one team’s focus was to re- 
duce stigma towards youth 
mental illness. This action 
team, informally called the 
youth task force, was led by 
five young adults and two 
adult advisors, Hannah Ro- 
driguez (Manistee County 
Community Foundation) and 
Mishelle Shooks (Charlevoix 
County Community Founda- 
tion). 

The task force is now 


using the photovoice project 
and the wise words of youth 
to promote change. Student 
recommendations to reduce 
the stigma include providing 
youth with education on 
mental health to change atti- 
tudes and behaviors, encour- 
aging more face-to-face and 
less social media interac- 
tions, scheduling group con- 
versations to promote 
openness and access to men- 
tal health assistance, sup- 
porting sports and other 
activities that alleviate 
stress, and more. 

“We can ensure our com- 
munities are a safe space by 
encouraging empathy and 
support of others; and most 
of all, respect for each per- 
son,” said one youth partici- 
pant in her photovoice 
submission. 

“What can we learn from 
our kids about the stigma 
around youth mental health? 
How can we help our kids 
feel less alone?” asked Ty 
Schmidt, founder of Good 
Works Lab, a Traverse City- 
based team tasked with solv- 
ing complex community 
problems. “It starts with lis- 
tening to our kids. It’s time.”

Remember fire safety again this spring 


It has been a cool, damp 
spring, but the nice weather 
will inevitably come and will 
beckon many Michiganders 
to get outside and clean up 
the yard, break out the ORVs 
for a ride or build a fire for 
marshmallow roasting and 
relaxing. 

But the combination of 
warm, dry weather and dry 
grasses and leaves left over 
from winter means people 
need to keep fire safety front 
and center. 

“Nine out of 10 wildfires in 
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Michigan are caused by peo- 
ple, but following a few sim- 
ple fire safety tips can reduce 
the risk for everyone,” said 
Paul Rogers, fire prevention 
specialist with the Michigan 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources. Among his recom- 
mendations for a safe 
outdoor weekend: 

- Always check for per- 
mission to burn before light- 
ing a fire. In the southern 
Lower Peninsula, check with 
your local fire authorities. 
For the northern Lower and 


Upper peninsulas, go online 
at or call 866-922-BURN (866- 
922-2876) to make sure condi- 
tions are appropriate for safe 
burning. When you do burn, 
clear the area of dry grass 
and leaves down to mineral 
soil. Keep your fire at least 10 
feet away from any logs, 
stumps or other debris. 

- Never leave any fire un- 
attended, even for a moment. 

- Keep a hose or other 
water source nearby. 

- When you’re finished 
burning, douse your fire 


with water, stir the ashes 
and douse again before leav- 
ing the site. 

- If you are operating an 
ORV, power tools or other 
machinery, remember that a 
hot muffler or engine can ig- 
nite dry leaves or grass, so 
keep machines away from 
those and other potential 
fuel sources. Trailer chains 
dragging on pavement can 
also cause sparks that could 
start a fire.

Morel hunting season has finally arrived 


They’re found in every 
county in our state, but you 
still might be tempted to go
